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The sheep men of Canada will 
have an opportunity in February 
to put their whole case in regard 
to wool marketing up te the goy- 
ernment and to the textile inter- 
ests. _ Representatives of the lat- 
ter will have a chance to tell the 
sheep men, all about their end of 
the misunderstanding which. has 
throttled the industry for many 
years. 

There is no gainsaying the faet 
that the western wool grower has 
been squeesed by the throat, tram- 
ped on the toes and suffered num- 
erous and varied forms of ill- 
treatment at the hands of the wool 
-users of eastern Canada. The 
producers will most certainly op- 
pose any movement that may tend 
to place them again at the mercy 
of the buyers from the east, and 
they will emphatically object to 
any restrictions that will lower the 
price they might obtain from free 
access to the outside markets. 
But there is a keen desire to sink 
all personat interest for the sake of 
a more vigorous prosecution of 
the war. The scarcity of wool is 
acute, An accurate idea for the 
necessity for conservation and in- 
creased production may be gained 
from the advertisement of a well 
known clothing manufacturer in 
the United States,. which says: 
‘*No givilian need be ashamed of 
shabby clothes—save the wool for 
the soldiers.’’ 

Alberta sheepmen do not care 
whether they sell their wool in the 
United States or in Timbuctoo. 
But they do want fair value for it 
and they insist that it play its 

art in helping to win the war. 

hey will do anything in the world 
to co-operate with the textile in- 
terests, except to give their wool 
away for someone else to make ex- 
cess profits on, and they will 
place their case before the govern- 
ment officials at Toronto next 
month with this sentiment upper- 
most in their minds. It is to be 
hoped that the manufacturers 
come to the -conference in the 
same mood. This is no time fo 
squabble over insignificant differ- 
ences. It is a time to get together 
and talk it over, The sheep in- 
dustry in Canada is a young and 
tender one, and needs a lot of 
nursing if it is going to develop 
into a papier vigorous ‘grown- 
up. The textile industry of east- 
ern Canada has had its troubles, 


W Hach can help the other in a great 


many ways, and mutual under- 
standing will go a long way to- 
ward solving present difficulties. 
A set price of wool seems almost 
inevitable, and if such procedure 
is necessary in order that the 
best use may be made of the pro- 
duet, then the producers and the 
consumers of that commodity can 
make far better progress and un- 
derstand egch other much betted 
if they bufy the hatchet and co- 
operate for the good of all concer- 
ned.

GERMANY'S WAR MACHINE 


In moments of discouragement 


we sometimes regard the German |, 


war thachine as a model of efficien- 
ey, working without hitches of 
any sort, It wheels seem to re- 
volve with the utmost smoothness 
with never a wobble. But the 
Germans being human, the chances 
are that they have their troubles. 


They had the advantage of con-) 


siderable preliminary practice. 
They had tested their machine out 
over and over again. They tested 
it for speed, for endurance, for 
sontrol, and they never for a mom- 

dat quit tinkering with it to make 
it better in some respect. So it is 
not surprising it it gave an exhib- 
ition of efficiency when the power 
was turned on,

Hindenburg, We don’t know 
whether there was any investig- 
ation following the failure of the 
Verdun offensive or not, but if 
there ‘was, some interesting things 
must have come ont, We know 
what came out at the Dardanelles 
investigation and were depressed 
enoug But we don’t know how 
the Germans felt about the Verdun 
slaughter. and failure. 

We know too that Kluck failed, 
if we don’t know why. We know 
that his failure kept the Kaiser out 
of Paris. We know the machine 
failed to gain the vitally impor- 
tant channel ports, We know that 
in the internal administration and 
in foreign affairs—both parts of 
the war machine—something went 
wrong, Two rapid shifts in the 
Chancellorship had to be made. 
Foreign secretary followed foreign 
secretary. Von. Tripitz had to 
retire from the admiralty and his 
successor had to repert a mutiny 
in the fleet. We do not know 
what was behind these and other 
changes, but we suspect it was 
trouble of some sort—things not 
going as well as they were expec- 
ted to. 

If we knew the details of Ger- 
many’s troubles we should see 
that it is by no means a nation of 
supermen that we have to deal 
with, But incidently it is a nation 
that has no sentiment—except to- 
ward royalty—that will interfere 
with changing an official as soon 
as it becomes apparent that he 
isn’t up to his job. It is the gen- 
eral information that Germany 
doesn’t keep men in office after 
they have shown that they can’t 
make good.

..Mr Lloyd George in addressing 
the British trade unions the other 
day declared that the Allied dem- 
oeracies had for one of their chief 
purposes in fighting for victory in 
the present war the re-establish- 
ment of the sanctity of treaties. 
This is, of course an indispensible 
task, Germany under the present 
ruler has shown itself not only 
obvious to but contemptuous of 
its solemn treaty obligations.
